REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to explicit disclose a melting step of a gel formed from a sol gel process requiring 
either a raw material comprising a silicon alkoxide containing a phenyl group or the raw 
materials including a phenyltrialkoxysilane and second silane with a ratio in the range of 
7:3 to 9:1 , respectively. The closest prior art is Inuoe as presented in the previous 
rejections. Although Inuoe discloses a sol gel process similar with raw material(s) and 
similar processing temperatures for the sol gel process, it fails to teach other limiting 
steps of the claimed invention including utilizing only acid as a catalyst and the claimed 
ratio of the phenyltrialkoxysilane to the second silane.
